There is in this country no rul­ 
ing class ; the officers of the law are the 
officers of the people ; when any consid­ 
erable number of people rise against the 
officers, they revolt against and assault 
themselves. 
For 
these 
reasons 
mobs 
are 
less 
pardonable 
in 
the United 
States 
than 
in 
governments 
where 
there 
is 
a 
ruling 
and 
a 
ruled 
class, 
lint when all this is said, and all 
possible condemnation of brute force and 
lawlessness uttered, it remains to inquire 
into the causes of the terrible scenes in 
Cincinnati. 
A San Francisco contempo­ 
rary declares that it found in the failure of 
the Court to do its duty in the Berner ease. 
On the contrary, it was the fault of the 
twelve men summoned under the law to 
pass upon tho facts. The Court denounced 
the verdict as “ outrageous.” The blame 
rests with the jury, that lacked the moral 
courage to call murder murder. 
That jury 
was of the people and representative of the 
community. 
Against its verdict the mob 
arose. 
It was a mob, but a protest that 
will echo to the uttermost corners of the 
land. 
It was a mob, but its misdirected 
violence against officers of the law speaks 
of a deep-seated discontent with the un­ 
certainty of the criminal law under the 
jury system. 
A less violent but precisely 
as significant protest was uttered in the 
I>okes case in Pennsylvania, and when 
th at failure of a jury to respect its own 
conscience led to another murder, still 
another jury in contempt of its predecessor 
and the law, condoned the second crime, 
in order to condemn 
the first crim­ 
inal. 
In all these 
it was the 
jury 
that 
was 
blameful. 
In 
nearly 
all 
capital cases it is the jury that ia at fault. 
The Courts, as a rule, are inore fearless, 
and truer to the law. 
There is scarcely 
any criminal arraigned but that some in 
the community are found to excuse him, 
and urge that the extreme penalty of the 
law shall not be visited upon him. 
In this community there is a condemnod 
murderer. 
According to all the intend­ 
ments of the law he is a murderer; a Court 
so decreed: a jury of representative citi­ 
zens so fonnd; appellate tribunals have not 
found fault with tho decree. 
Yet there 
are good citizens, worthy and self-respect­ 
ing men, urging that the full penalty of 
the law be not visited -that imprisonment 
for life shall supplant the penalty the jury 
affixed. 
If the man committed no murder 
he should go free, for his crime was either 
murder or nothing. 
If he was crazed and 
irresponsible, then he is innocent and not 
deserving even of imprisonment; if he had 
no intent to kill he is guiltless. 
The man 
did intend to kill; he did kill, though 
warned not to shoot; he murdered Rn in­ 
nocent and unoffending citizen to facilitate 
escape from arrest, because be thought the 
citizen was about to seize him, and our 
own jury so found and fixed the death pen­ 
alty. 
Let U9 be honest with ourselves. 
If we condemn the Cincinnati jury for find­ 
ing a cold-blooded murderer guilty of man­ 
slaughter, by what logic shall we condemn 
a Sacrament:» jury for finding a murderer 
guilty of murder? If we disapprove the 
.Sacramento verdict, how will we confront 
the next jury, that, with the failure of its 
predecessor to be effective, shall set some 
murderer scot free? And yet we know 
that there are scores of people, whose sig­ 
natures command respect, who will sign 
the petition to save Baten from the gal­ 
lows. 
Wo do not doubt the sincerity of 
their sympathy, but it is misdirected, 
and sn error that may, 
in the true 
ripeness 
of 
time, 
aid 
in

On the 0th day of February, 1SS3, the 
Legislature then being in session, the 
R ecokd-U n io n 
editorially, 
un d er 
th e 
heading above given, said : 
“ The Congress of the United States, on 
the 1st day of duly, 1S02, passed an Act 
entitled “ An Act to aid the construction 
of a railroad and telegraph line from the 
Missouri river to the l ’acifio ocean, and to 
secure to the Government the use of the 
same for postal, military and other pur­ 
poses.” By this Act the Uniou Pacific 
Railroad Company is authorized to conscdi- 
date and merge its powers with the Cen­ 
tral Pacific Railroad Company upon such 
terms and conditions as the relative corpo­ 
rations may at any time agree, and under 
such corporate name as they may adopt. 
In the same Act it is provided that the 
United States shall at all times have the 
use of the road for the transportation of 
mails, troops and munitions of war, sup­ 
plies and public stores ; and that the same 
shall always be operated as one continuous 
line. 
Congress also reserved the right, 
under certain conditions, to fix the rates of 
freights and fares. 
The question as to the 
effect which these provisions of the Act of 
lSti‘2 have upon the right of the State to 
regulate and control the Central Pacific 
Railroad has been one much discussed, and 
upon which there has been a wide differ­ 
ence of opinion. 
“ The Democratic Legislature of this 
State, not upon the spur of the moment, 
but after full discussion and upon solemn 
deliberation, seema to have solved the 
problem. 
Both branches of the Legisla­ 
ture of this State have adopted the follow­ 
ing preamble to the resolutions against 
consolidating

cific Railroad to consolidate and merge its 
powers with any other company or compa­ 
nies :

ROAD f r o m a S t a t e in t o a F e d e r a l COR­ 


PORATION AND TO EX KM FT SAID SOUTHERN 


P a c if ic R a il r o a d i r u m S t a t e c o n t r o l ; 
and whereas, the effect of 
such a law 
would be disastrous to the best interests 
of the State of California ; therefore bo it 
resolved,’ etc. 
“ Leading F»emocrats from ali parts of 
the State have been present, and have pro­ 
moted the passage of the preamble and 
resolutions. 
Among the prom’nent Demo­ 
crats, not members of the Legislature, who 
have been present and advocated such 
adoption, were ex Governor Irwin, David 
S. Terry, Congressman-elect Rudd, and 
others. 
The Examiner also takes the same 
position. 
Among the Democratic jour­ 
nals which opposed tho preamble wa3 the 
Oakland Times. 
It claimed that the pre­ 
amble violated the principles of the party. 
In view of the premises, and of ill the 
facts, it may be confidently asserted that 
the dominant party approves the action of 
its 
representatives in the 
Legislature. 
Whatever effect this decision of that body 
may have in the future, we do not under­ 
take to say. 
That the responsibility of 
committing the State to a doctrine which 
may in the end deprive it of all control 
over the Southern and Central I’acitio 
Railroads rests upon the Democratic party 
cannot be denied.”

the singers was recognized, and warm ex­ 
pressions of approval were given. 
These 
deepened into enthusiasm in the th ird act to­ 
w ard at least two of the com pany, and with 
the close of the opera th e troupe had wrung 
from its auditors a verdict of approval in the 
face of very discouraging circum stances, the 
unforseen absence of the director—who will 
arrive to-day—a very suspicious audience, 
and an orchestra lacking in strength. 
A s to 
this last two pieces will, be added tc-m crrow. 
“ II Trovatore ” was sung by the company, 
which embraces eighteen voices. 
The prim a 
donna, 
Signorita 
A ntionetti, is a mezzo 
soprano of strong tones and w ith a trained 
voice, but lacking iu m agnetism in sym pa­ 
thetic quality. 
The 
contralto, Signorita 
Cepilli. won the chief honors of the evening. 
The lady has dram atic fire, is conscientious 
and earnest, and her voice is rich, resonant, 
of broad compass and full of feeling. 
She 
was recalled again and again, and received 
the w arm est com m endation. 
I t is adm itted 
th a t the great com pany of M apleson has no 
such superb contralto as this. 
The teuor, 
Signor Baldanza, was quite as em phatically 
indorsed. 
H e strongly rem inds old opera 
goers of their favorite Bianchi. 
H is tones 
are clear, strong and sweet, and his voice a 
thoroughly skilled one. 
I t was the verdict (f 
those who have heard both, th a t his voice is 
superior to the tenor in the P atti troupe. The 
upper register of his voice—which has “ stay­ 
ing pow er”—contains his best notes, which 
are of a very effective quality, and uttered 
w ith taste, sweetness and feeling. 
The bari­ 
tone, Villani, has not a heavy voice, but it is 
cf a good quality, and the tones are pure and 
are of dram atic character, 
I t is a musical 
\oica of lim ited powers and handled w ith 
m uch skill. 
The basso, Signor Bologna, was 
of even quality w ithout especial prominence. 
M iss Thorne had an inconsiderable part, and 
was not heard so frequently as to perm it of 
judgm ent as to her value in the support. The 
ehoiu* of six male and six female voices 
lacked only num erically. 
I t is composed 
m ainly of practiced voices fam iliar m m any 
an opera season on this coast. 
W e estim ate 
the com pany as a whole as good w ithout be- 
iog pre-em inent. 
B ut it has at least two 
splendid voices th a t com pensate very largely 
for other shortcomings. 
The troupe is very

him, 
and was accepted by the prosecution, but the 
defense challenged him perem ptorily. 
The 
C ourt refused to allow the challenge, as the 
defense had exhausted its challenges during 
the procuring cf the original ju ry of 12, and 
he did not recognize the right they claim ed to 
20 challerges in the selection of a substitute 
juror. 
Iu conform ity w ith law, after the 
ju ry was declared complete, the indictm ent 
was read, the plea of defendant stated, and 
the D istrict A ttorney outlined 
the case. 
Then, by consent, the C ourt R eporter reed 
from his cotes the testim ony taken last F ri­ 
day and S aturday. 
This was going along 
sm oothly enough, when, a little after 4 r. 
M., H enry Edgerton, one of the attorneys for 
the prosecution, suggested to the C ourt that 
possibly there had been an error com m itted 
relative to the defendant’s right to challenge 
the new juror, and he fent up a copy of the 
California Reports, in which the Suprem e 
Court, in the case of People vs. Stew art, ap­ 
peared to have rendered a decision in accord­ 
ance with w hat the defendants claimed. 
Considerable 
discussion 
ereued, and 
the 
C ourt finally announced th a t the defendants 
m ight exercisp their right of challenge—pro­ 
ceedings would be rescored to th a t point— 
and he w orld order a venire for sufficient 
jurors to m eet the emergency. 
B ut th a t did 
not suit the defense. 
M essrs. 
H art and 
Jones announced that, as the special venire, 
from which M r. Cave was taken, had been 
dismissed after he was drawn, the same con­ 
ditions had ceased to exist, and they de­ 
clined to challenge, but rested upon their 
record in the casp. 
A ttorneys for the prose­ 
cution requested the C ourt to grant them a 
few m inutes for consultation, and, as it was 
getting late.
